The  animal  is  claimed  by  natur- 
alists to  have  been  54  to  55  years  of  age  at  the  time  it 
was  shot  by  an  Indian  in  the  northwest  territory  of 
Alaska.  A  special  expedition  was  sent  a  distance  of 
400  miles  from  the  coast  to  bring  out  this  head.  It  is 
fully  described  in  the  book  entitled  "Big  Game."
